(xxix) Stocks which have a low cost structure defined by operating cost per unit 
produced or by other criteria 

(xxx) Stocks which have higher than average growth rate in earnings per share 
(EPS)j net tangible asset backing per share (NTA), gross cash flow per share (GCF)^ 
dividends per share (DPS) 

(xxxi) Among certain sectors like bank stocks certain specific criteria may be 
created eg. Total Tncome/ Average Assets, Operating Costs/Average Assets, Bad Debt 
Charge/Average Assets. These criteria may be stated as higher or lower relative to a 
benchmark. 

(xxxii) Stocks of distressed firms with negative earnings or negative book values 

(xxxiii) Make international comparisons of relativities as per various criteria spelt 
out and as per criteria which may be added/introduced later 

(xxxiv) Other criteria for value selection like Benjamin Grahaiii*s criteria or 200-
